make bold to say, is a new form 
of socialism. The old form of so- 
cialistic relief, such as extending 
unemployment insurance national- 
ly or providing special federal re- 
lief for the more depressed areas. 
is wrong, not because it is expen- 
sive, but because it is wasteful 
and inefficient. 


It has been this capitalistic 
country’s judicious use of Socialist 
measures which has kept its en- 
terprise system strong. But we 
cannot afford, in these days, to 
become too much attached to old 
formulae. 


A reporter, with no special tech- 
nical knowledge save that ac- 
quired through the osmosis of 
long experience, has but to visit 
a few key industrial centers to 
reach two basic conclusions: 


1. Neither the government nor 
labor union leadership has faced 
up to the fact that unless we have 
a war, the surplus labor, or un- 
employed, in the half-dozen major 
industrial states are not likely to 
find work in that area. 


2. What must be done, by labor 
and government, is to spend the 
money which would be used in re- 
lief in depressed areas to retrain 
and relocate the really employ- 
able workers. 


Unemployed Miners 


It is perfectly obvious, for ex- 
ample, that the unemployed coal 
miners of Kentucky and West Vir- 
ginia are never again (barring 
war) going to be employed dig- 
ging coal. Machines today are do- 
ing most of that. They will do 
more in the future. 


Is our national thinking, . in 
Washington and in the union head- 
quarters, so rigid that it can 
think only of extending unemploy- 
ment insurance for three more 
months and providing expensive, 
temporary “economic stimuli?” 


It is a fact that automation re- 
duces the number of “hands.” 
But what if those “hands” know 
how to do another job? 


The assembly-line workers in 
Detroit for the most part came 
there from farms. This applies to 
the young and old. Since the first 
great war there has Seen a sort 
of transmission belt from agricul- 
ture to the mass-production indus- 
tries of America. This is especial- 
Iy true of the old cotton states. 
There are hundreds of old chim- 
neys in the fields of the old South 
where once a cotton tenant or 
sharecropper had a cabin. Hen- 
ry Ford’s unheard of $5-a-day 
wage and World War I were the 
first great magnet. Then, as the 
"20s began, the boll weevil devas- 
tated the cotton kingdom. The re- 
treat from cotton has never 
stopped.

Proclaimed

KALIMPONG, India—(Times of 


London Dispatch )—The highest na- 
tional authorities of Tibet have 
proclaimed it an _ independent 
country struggling to deliver it- 
self from foreign occupation. 


The key to the upheaval is the 
unanimous declaration of the Kas- 
hag, or Cabinet, denouncing the 
treaty with Communist China on 
the ground of persistent violations 
by the Chinese, proclaiming Tibet 
in consequence to be independent, 
and calling on the Chinese occup- 
ation forces to withdraw. 


Since this desperate gesture, the 
whereabouts of the Dalai Lama, 
spiritual and temporar! leader of 
Tibet, have been unknown. He 
may be in Lhasa—perhaps as a 
prisoner—or he may, having put 
himself at the head of the national 
movement, have withdrawn to 
some part of Tibet out of reach 
of the Chinese for the time being. 


On March 10 the Chinese com- 
mander delivered an invitation or 
summons to the Dalai Lama to 
attend a luncheon at the military 
headquarters 


the members of the cabinet were 
also invited, but this was not 
understood at the time. 


2 Beat Up 
Aide, Escape 
Milledgeville

MILLEDGEVILLE — Authorities 


were searching for two Milledge- 
ville State Hospital mental pa- 
tients late Wednesday night who 


fled the institution after over- 
powering an attendant. 


The patients attacked J. L. Bar- 
field, seized his keys and used 
them to escape from one of the 
hospital buildings. Barfield, who 
was seriously cut and bruised by 
the patients, is being treated at 
the hospital. } 


State Hospital Police Chief 
Leonard Montgomery said the pa- 
tients left Barfield “mighty 
bloody.” 


The escape occurred about mid- 
night Tuesday, but Baldwin Coun- 
ty Sheriff Buford Langold said 
Wednesday night he still had re- 
ceived no report of it. 


The Constitution learned of the 
escape from a ‘source in the hos- 
pital who asked not to be iden- 
tified.

“I demanded that he identify 
himself,” the doctor said. “But 
he said, ‘All I’ve got to tell you 
is don’t take those papers to Dr. 
Schaefer.’ ” 


MADE APPOINTMENT 


He said he had called Dr. 
Schaefer’s office and had made 
an appointment to see him at 10 
a.m. Thursday. He made the ap- 
pointment with a receptionist. be- 
cause Dr. Schaefer was out of 
town. 


“And I'm not backing up one 
bit,” the doctor said, 


He said he would have the 
papers, which relate to irregu- 
larities at the state hospital, in 
Dr. Schaefer’s office at 10 a.m. 
Thursday. 


SAID QUITE DISTURBED

DopeScarce 
In Atlanta, 
Addicts Say 


‘Harder To Get’ 


Than at Tattnall

Narcotics addicts say that At- 
lanta has been “clean of hard 
stuff for a long time.” 


By “hard stuff,” they mean 
potent narcotics like heroin. 


Atlanta’s crackdown on dope 
traffic has made it harder to get 
narcotics here than at the Geor- 
gia State Prison at Reidsville, 
they say. 


A 2i-year-old addict, who got 
a 12-months sentence in Fulton 
Criminal Court for possessing 
dangerous drugs (nembutal), told 
a Constitution reporter in a jail 
interview that he “never saw any 
H (heroin)” since he ‘‘got hooked”’ 
on dope at the age of 19. 


A 47-year-old confirmed addict, 
whose statements Monday about 
the case of getting narcotics at 
the state prison touched off an in- 
vestigation, also said, ‘‘Stuff ain’t 
been easy to get here in a long 
time.” 

It was his declaration in Fulton 
Criminal Court—that he came out 
of state prison a worse addict 
than he was when he went in— 
that caused Gov. Ernest Vandiver 
to order an investigation. 


“It’s easier to get down there 
than it is here on the street,’’ the 
youthful addict said. “You're 
locked up down there with all the 
guys that know how to get it.” 


The youth willingly gave infor- 
mation about how he obtained 
dope, but only after being assured 
his identity would not be divulged. 
“There’s going to be somebody 
hurt in this thing,”” he warned.

But he had also said repeated- 
ly with all the emphasis at his 
command, the President acknowl- 
edged, that “if the United States 
is to continue to go ahead eco- 
nomically, here is a place where 
labor and management must show 
statesmanship on both sides.”

WASHINGTON (AP)—President 
Eisenhower told Nikita Khrush- 
chev in indirect but unmistakable 
terms Wednesday that the Soviet 
Premier can’t order, bluff or 
blackmail him into attending a 
summit conference. 


Khrushchev has been pushing 
for one. 


But in shaking a figurative fin- 
ger under the Soviet leader’s nose, 
Eisenhower by no means back- 
tracked on a decision of the West- 
ern Allies to try to arrange such 
a chiefs-of-government meeting 
this summer, after a session of 
foreign ministers. 

THE ONLY AUTHORITY 


He acknowledged to a news con- 
ference that only Khrushchev 
“thas the authority really to nego- 
tiate’’ for the Kremlin. Anyone 
else, the President said, would be 
“fon the telephone all the time 
with Moscow.” 


Eisenhower went along to a de- 
gree with the view of British 
Prime Minister Harold Macmillan 
that Khrushchev is the man with 


“But I want to make this very 
clear. That this doesn’t mean that 
anyone can command anybody 
else to come to a summit meet- 
ing. And you can’t bluff them or 
blackmail them or anything else,” 
he added. 


It has to be a meeting, he said, 
in which heads of government act 
voluntarily and with some grounds 
for believing ‘“‘that real measures 
can be discussed profitably by all 
of us.” 


This was the first news confer- 
ence since Eisenhower’s weekend 
discussions with Macmillan about

4,000 Miles 


But ‘Argus’ Cloud 


Is Almost Gone 


WASHINGTON (®#—The sheet 
of radiation produced by last fall’s 
high-altitude U.S. nuclear explo- 
sions was about 100 miles thick 
and soared to altitudes as high 
as 4,000 miles above the earth. 


This was reported at the White 
House Wednesday by Defense De- 
partment and International Geo- 
physical Year scientists. They de- 
clared the scientific aspects of the 
experiments are regarded by 
many participants as “one of the 
major achievements’’ of IGY. 
STILL CURCULATING 

The scientists said some of the 
electrons emitted at the time of 
the test might still be circulating 
at extremely high. altitudes, al- 
though virtually all the radiation 
belt has long since disappeared. 


Dr. Herbert York, research and 
engineering director of the high- 
altitude bond program, said the 
radiation was comparable in 
intensity with that of the natural 
Van Allen radiation belts in space. 


The Van Allen radiation “4% 
named for their discoverer, 
James A. Van Allen of the Unt. 
versity of lowa—ars two doughnut 
shaped bands at extreme altitudes 
above the earth. They are consid- 
ered a potential hazard to future 
space flight unless practical new 
means are found to circumvent 
them. 


MILITARY USE SECRET 


The report said that one of the 
scientific benefits of the tests was 
that they provided a sound basis 
for interpreting the natural or Van 
Allen radiation track around the

DAMASCUS, Syria (AP)—Pres- 
ident Gamal Abdel Nasser of the 
United Arab Republic and Fuad 
Chehab of Lebanon affirmed

“fruitful cooperation” within the 
framework of the Arab League 
and the United Nations. 


This was announced in a joint 
communique after a meeting be- 
tween Nasser and Chehab on the 
Lebanese-Syrian frontier. 


The two presidents, the commu- 
nique said, agreed to. emphasize 
the following principles: 


1. Eagerness to foster brotherly 
relations and fruitful cooperation 
by every means liable to strength- 
en their independence and sover- 
eignty within the framework of 
the United Nations and Arab 
League; 


2. Their faith in implementing 
Arab solidarity and in backing 
Arab causes; 


3. Their sincere wish to work 
toward settling economic issues 
between the two countries on a 
basis of equality and preservation 
of mutual interests.

De Gaulle 
Backs Ike 
On Berlin

PARIS (AP)—President Charles 
de Gaulle voiced French determi- 
nation Wednesday to resist Soviet 
pressure on Berlin. He warned 
that attempts to interfere with 
Western passage to the city might 
lead to war. 


De Gaulle lined up behind Pres- 
ident Eisenhower and German 
Chancellor Konrad Adenauer for a 
tough Allied stand in negotiations 
on Germany and a summit con- 
ference. He made no mention of 
British Prime Minister Harold 
Macmillan, who takes a more 
flexible position on East-West 
talks.

Board Pledges To Heed 
City Curriculum Report 


By HERMAN HANCOCK 


A. C. (Pete) Latimer, president of the Atlanta 
Board of Education, Wednesday night praised a curricu- 
lum study designed to gear high schools to the needs of 


individual students. 


Latimer accepted the report of 
a 60-member professional and lay 
committee of Atlantans. He 
promised the study, “A Pattern 
for Better High Schools’’, will get 
the “serious and conscientious 
study to which the high-toned and 
ably-done work is entitled.” 


Dr. Dana M. Cotton, director of 
placement at Harvard university, 
praised the recommendations in 
a two-hour formal presentation 
meeting held in the aldermanic 
chamber at the City Hall. 


Briefly, bright students will be 
encouraged to more nearly ap- 
proach their potential scholastical- 
ly under the recommendations. 
Passing students will be permitted 
to take extra courses and excep- 
tional students will be encouraged 
to work for a “distinctive diplo- 
ma” which, educators said, will 
admit them to any university or 
college in the country. 


“The time has come to teach 
our children there are other things 
in life besides the size and model 
of the car the family owns — the 
size, kind and number of TVs, 
the size and model of the re- 
frigerator in the kitchen, and the 
number of other gadgets avail- 
able to the family,”’ Dr. Cotton 
said. 


“We should get back to the 
purpose of high schools—discover 
the needs of the students and how 
to meet them, 


“These recommendations are 
free of fads and foolishness. They 
do not go off the deep end in 
science or mathematics, although 
those subjects are given their de- 
served prominence. 


“Il like the tone of the recom- 
mendations. I am impressed by 
the breadth and diversity of the 
committee which worked the pro- 
gram out. I like the tone of the 
whole program. In the past we 
may have been pretty soft and 


| 


easy, but this will graduate qual- 
ity students. Boys and girls will 
learn the joy of achievement.”’ 


He praised the school board and 
the school administration. He also 
lauded the committee which 
worked on the problem since last 
October. 


Three types of study are encom- 
passed under curricula. The basic 
minimum diploma requirements 
will include four units of English, 
two units of mathematics, two of 
social studies, one of American 
history, two of science, five elec- 
tives and two activity units, To- 
tal: 18 units. 


For college-bound students, one 
extra mathematics unit, one addi- 
tional science, and two foreign 
language units are required. The 
student gets only three electives 
and two activity units, but the 
total number is 20 units. 


For the first time in Atlanta a 
distinctive diploma is provided 
for superior students. It has the 
same number of units, 20, as the 
college prep course, but the sub- 
jects are harder. 


They will get the opportunity to 
major in fields such as mathe- 
matics, social studies, science or 
foreign languages by taking four 
units in the major.

Loses Them, Gets Year in Prison 


An Atlanta mother who left, dren back when he gets out of understand why she didn’t return 


her two small children with a 
neighbor “‘for a short while’ and 
returned two days later was ord- 
ered Wednesday to serve a year 
in pfison and had the children 
taken away from her. 


The mother was tried in Fulton 
Criminal Court on charges of 
abandonment and cruelty to minor 
children. Then custody of the 
children was»taken from her in 
Juvenile Court by Judge W. W. 
Woolfolk. 


Her husband, a salesman who 
is serving a 2 to 3-year sentence 
at Georgia State Prison for forg- 
ery, pleaded with the juvenile 
judge for a chance to get his chil- 


prison. 


A neighbor testified the mother 
left the children, a boy aged 1 
and A girl aged 2, with her on 
March 2 about 3:30 p.m. in order 
to visit her mother to borrow 
money to buy milk for the chil- 
dren and to pay her rent. She 
was to return at 5 p.m. but did 
not return until March 4. 


Mrs. Emily Thacker, police- 
woman, said she located the moth- 
er a day later “in a beer parlor 
on Peters street.”’ 


The mother, under questioning 
from Judge Woolfolk, said she 
“spent the night with a girl 
friend’”’ after leaving the children 
with her neighbor and ‘‘just can’t 


home. 


Court records show the woman 
has five other children, all of 
which have been placed in foster 
homes through court orders. 


A relative of the woman who 
has custody of two of her children 
said, “‘She’s got children to give 
away and I’d give my eye teeth 
for one...” 

Judge Woolfolk took permanent 
custody of the children but said 
he’d consider the father’s plea to 
get the children on his release 
and rear them “in a Christian 
home.”’ 

“Your honor could just as well 
send me to the electric chair as 
to take our babies away from us,” 
the father sobbed.

Are Some Team! 


There is ample reason for wondering 
whether Georgia’s huge mental institu- 
tion is appropriately named. 

Perhaps it should be referred to as 
Alan Kemper’s Hospital rather than the 
Milledgeville State Hospital. 

The welfare director has had the in- 
stitution under his thumb for so long 
that he seems to have become extremely 
jealous of his control. 

As for Dr. T. G. Peacock, his effec- 
tiveness as superintendent of the hospi- 
tal has been on the wane for some time. 


His asinine behavior yesterday when 
questioned by Constitution staff writer 
Jack Nelson about medical care pro- 
vided ineligible persons was beneath the 
dignity of a man entrusted with the re- 
sponsibilities Dr. Peacock is supposed to 
discharge. 

Why all.-the secrecy about, records? 
Why should he or Kemper be reluctant 
for the public to see the conditions of 
the Milledgeville State Hospital in their 
true light so that improvements can be 
brought about? Just how much is there 
to hide? 

The Kemper-Peacock combine has 
much to answer for and the public has 
every right to demand they do so. 

Kemper is a stanch defender of con- 
ditions and practices at the hospital. How 
the institution can hope to achieve the 
progress it should when such an attitude 
prevails at the top is somewhat of a 
puzzle. 

Nor does he welcome advice on the 
hospital with open arms. Investigation 
after investigation at Milledgeville have 
led to recommendations that for the most 
part have been shelved, including the 
one that was blocked which would have 
placed the hospital under the adminis- 
tration of the State Health Department 
where it belongs. 

A further example of the welfare 
director’s reluctance to adhere to sug- 
gestions on policy matters is reflected in 
the inactivity of the Georgia Social Se- 
curity Board. State Rep. James Mann 
of Conyers, who represented the Fifth 
Congressional District on the board cre- 
ated by the Legislature, reports it has 
not been called into session for about 
three years. 

The functions of the board, whose 
members serve without pay, include that 
of offering advice on the state hospital. 
But Kemper obviously is too much of a 
stickler for one-man control to want 
such counsel. 

In fact, Rep. Mann said Kemper told 
him some time ago he would not want 
to serve as head of the welfare depart- 
ment if he “had to get the Social Se- 
curity Board together to agree on every~ 
thing.” 

Such being the case, it would be well 
for the board to be reactivated and for 
it to hold frequent sessions. 

Meanwhile, we suggest that Dr. Pea- 
cock might well take a tranquilizer pill 
and go on a soft diet.

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City, County Progress 
Requires Mutual Effort 


The Georgia Municipal Assn. and the 
Georgia County Commissioners’ Assn.

As municipalities continue to 
grow and assert themselves, counties are 
becoming somewhat more prone to rec- 
ognize the rightful role of the former. 

The trend toward ~ coordination of 
effort, however, seems to’ be moving at 
a snail’s pace. The series of joint con- 
ferences this spring can help hasten the 
process by. placing stress upon mutual 
objectives. a .

Subpoena Bill Veto Is 
Best for All Concerned 


While understanding fully the mo- 
tives ‘which prompted the Legislature to 
pass the bill giving broad subpoena pow- 
ers to any and all legislative committees, 
Gov. Vandiver has acted wisely and with 
statesmanship in vetoing it. In so doing, 
he has protected without doubt many in- 
dividuals from unnecessary badgering 
and harassment. 

In describing the bill as ‘“‘too broad,” 
the governor was exactly right. Closer 
examination by the Legislature itself will 
bear this out. Certainly its members did 
not intend to convey powers upon its 
committees which would lend itself to 
all kinds of abuses and excesses. 

We have upheld the right of giving 
subpoena powers to committees which 
need it in developing information for leg- 
islation and investigating facts about 
wrongdoing and corruption in govern- 
ment. But to grant blanket powers to 
all. committees would place all citizens, 
in and out of government, at the mercy 
of such committees. Surely we don’t 
want. that. 

We have seen the rights of individuals 
cruelly abused in Congress through mis- 
use of the subpoena process. Certainly 
no one has forgotten the McCarthy orgy. 
There have been other instances in which 
private citizens were dragged into mat- 
ters relating in no way to legislation but 
whose lives nevertheless were ruined de- 
liberately for political and personal rea- 
sons. Unrestricted subpoena powers be- 
come a dangerous device in the hands 
of unscrupulous, power-hungry politi- 
clans. 

Gov. Vandiver thus says quite cor- 
rectly: “I don’t think it’s wise to confer 
subpoena powers lightly.” It seems per- 
fectly reasonable, however, for the House 
and Senate to confer such powers on 
government operations committees 
charged with investigating matters re- 
lating to government and ways of im- 
proving it. 

Georgians do not want enforced con- 
formity or thought control under any 
guise. That was the inherent: threat of 
this subpoena-powers bill and Gov. Van- 
diver correctly assessed it as such. His 
fellow citizens should be grateful.

WASHINGTON—There was considerable in- 
terest and some dismay here from the dis- 
closure in the New York Times that 39 per , 
cent of those questioned in a national survey did not know that Ber- 
lin was an enclave that is 110 miles inside of Communist East 
Germany. 

If this was even approximately 
aceurate, officials here were say- 
ing, something should be done to 
review the information policies of 
the government in the field of for- 
eign affairs. And this conclusion 
was reinforced by complaints 
from members of the powerful 
Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee that even they had 
not been ‘‘briefed’’ on last week- 
end’s conversations between 
President Eisenhower and Prime 
Minister Macmillan of Britain. 

Part of the reason for the 
paucity of information about the 
State Department’s policy for the 
forthcoming Big Four Foreign 
Ministers meeting on Germany is 
that the policy itself has not yet 
been clearly formulated.

WASHINGTON — Revised rev- 
enue estimates issued by con- 
gressional tax experts Wednesday 
indicated that President Eisen- 
hower’s ‘“‘balanced’’ 1960 budget 
will run a deficit of at least $1, 


This is the amount by which 
capital experts figure tax rev- 
enues will fall short of the $77,- 
100,000,000 the President had 
counted upon to put the budget in 
balance. The estimates, based on 
the early 1959 rate of tax col- 
lections, were made by the staff 
of the joint committee on internal 
revenue taxation, whose projec- 
tions have proved sound in the 
past. 


If their estimates prove ac- 
curate, it would mean a 1960 def- 
icit of $1,300,000,000 — due to a 
revenue shortfall — even if Con- 
gress were to hold spending to 
the level asked by the President. 


Sen. Byrd (D-Va), chairman 
of the Senate Finance Committee, 
said the 1960 deficit could run as 
high as $4,200,000,000. He urged 
the President to “veto every bill 
involving excessive expenditures.” 


The , staff's estimates also indi- 
cated * the deficit for the 1959 
fiscal year, officially estimated at 
$11,500,000,000, would actually be 
more than $13,000,000,000.

Maemillan Soothes 
Adenauer in Split

BONN, Germany—Prime Minister Macmillan sent 
a personal message to Chancellor Adenauer Wednesday 
seeking to bridge a new and apparently serious breach 
between Britain and West Germany. 


The message was one of reas- 
surance that Britain was not ad- 
vocating any measures damaging 
to West German security in pro- 
posing examination of the pos- 
sibility of limiting arms. and 
troops in Central Europe. 


Sir Christopher Steel, the Brit- 
ish ambassador, who delivered 
the oral message, spent only 15 
minutes with Adenauer. There 
was no substantial evidence that 
he had succeeded in allaying the 
Chancellor’s openly acknowledged 
fears and suspicions about Brit- 
ish intentions. 


The Chancellor’s distrust—and 
this was the word being used by 
Adenauer’s associates—had been 
aroused by reports of a British 
attempt to get President Eisen- 
hower’s support of a military 
“freeze” that would prevent the 
nuclear armament of the West 
German army. 

Sir Christopher stressed to 
Adenauer that Macmillan’s posi- | 
tion during his talks with Eisen- | 
hower was no different from the | 
position Macmillan explained at | 
length to Adenauer two weeks | 
ago in Bonn. 


Briefly, this was that the Brit- | 
ish were seeking a primarily po-| 
litical settlement with the Soviet | 
Union on the German question |

Gout Is Caused 
By Uric Acid 


Gout is an inherited disease, 
due to uric acid. 


If you have attacks of severe 
pain in one.of your joints, most 
often the great toe joint, your 
doctor will suspect that this is a 
special form of joint inflamma- 
tion (arthritis), known as gouty 
arthritis or just gout. Often some 
injury precedes the attack. Also, 
it is usually true in gout—as dis- 
tinguished from chronic arthritis 
—that between severe attacks 
there is no residual pain or ten- 
derness. 


If the disease is unchecked, 
the periods between attacks be- 
come shorter, and the joint be- 
comes gradually deformed. Crys- 
tals formed from uric acid are 
deposited in joints or bursae and 


results. These same deposits are 
also found in cartilege surround- 
ing bone anywhere in the body 
and are then called chalk stones 
or tophi, a characteristic finding 
in gout. 


The kidneys are often involved 
in these disturbances; structures 
of the kidneys called the tubules 
may be blocked by these urate 
crystals, and often from these 
kidney tubules uric acid is reab- 
sorbed into the body, adding to 
the trouble. In fact, the most se- 
rious complication of gout is 
damage to the kidneys. This is 
sometimes associated with high 
blood pressure and arterio- 
sclerosis. 


The pain can be relieved with 
a remedy called colchicin, made 
from saffron. This has been a 
popular remedy for years because 
the results are usually dramatic. 
Other pain relievers, such as as- 
pirin and butazolidin and recent- 
ly the ACTH hormones give rapid 
improvement. 


It is also recognized that the 
intervals between attacks can be 
utilized for treatment to prevent 
further attacks. The avoidance, 
whenever possible, of so-called 
stress situations such as injuries, 
infections with fever, and even 
exhausting exercises, is recom- 
mended. 


Drinking large amounts of 
water helps the kidneys and 
often prevents the formation of 
kidney stones, which also form 
from these uric acid products. 
The diet should exclude products 
high in purine, a chemical which 
is called the parent of uric acid 
substances. This means eating no 
kidneys, liver, sweetbreads, sar- 
dines, anchovies or meat extracts. 
Even meats, fish, peas, beans 
and lentils should be eaten very 
moderately. The most protective 
foods are cheese, eggs, vege- 
tables, fruits, milk and cereals. 


There is also a very useful drug 
called Benemid to be used he- 
tween attacks. This will help’ the 
excretion of uric’ acid when it is 
high in the blood.

It’s spring and bright, but somehow a 
darkening covers the brightness. I knew we'd have to fight, 
and I turned to my friend and said, “What’s the name o’ that 
little town down there by the river? Resaca? What a funny 


name.”

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A Cruel Progress Snuffs Out 
‘Kimball House’s Last Lights

Atlanta’s historic Kimball House 
closed her doors to the passing 
world at the lonesome stroke of 
midnight Wednesday and awaited 
the arrival of a destructive mod- 
ern-day devil named Progress. 


There was no fanfare nor flow- 
ery worded speeches to mark the 
solemn occasion as the Grand Old 
Lady of Five Points, once the glit- 
tering queen of the nation’s hostel- 
Ties, said a bitter farewell. 


“They'll find that tearing down 
the Kimball House won't be an 
easy thing,” C, E. Wynens, the 
hotel’s tall, white-haired desk 
clerk, said. “It was built when 
labor was cheap and materials 
were g 


‘‘And the workingmen were hon- 
est,” Mrs. Lila Mae King, the 
hotel’s switchboard operator, 
added. 


The Kimball’s passing marked 
an end of an era. 


The big hotel at No. 33 Pryor 
street was first built in 1870 by a 
Chicago carpetbagger, Hannibal 


by fire in 1883. 

Kimball, who had returned to | 
Chicago to live, came back to 
Atlanta and on the same site 
rebuilt the Kimball House into 
a glamorous showplace known 
far and wide. 


The doors which were shut to 
tenants Wednesday night were 
first opened on April 30, 1885, 
beckoning the cream of the na- 
tion’s patronage inside. The Kim- 
ball’s musty ledgers contain the 
names o: presidents, foreign am- 
bassadors, dignitaires of the stage 
and literary worlds, and countless 
hunderds of others. 


As Wynens and Mrs. King sat 
around Wednesday night they re- 
called some of the Kimball’s rich 
heritage. 


“I'd hate to thing what old man 
Hannibal would do if he should 
come into Atlanta now,”’ Wynens 
said. “I don’t think he’d stand 
for what has happened.”’

WASHINGTON (#—The Senate Labor Committee 
Wednesday approved, 13-2, a Democratic sponsored bill 


aimed at curbin

The action, capping nearly two | 


months of public hearings and 
closed sessions by the committee, 
left the bill substantially un- 
changed from the way it was in- 
troduced by Sen. Kennedy 
(D-Mass). 


Differences over whether it is 
strong enough to deal with rack- 
eteering and abuses in unions 
presage a Senate floor fight ex- 
pected to come in mid-April. 


DESCRIBED AS STRONG 


Kennedy described it as a strong 
and effective bill which “will 
make it unprofitable for hoodlums 
to infiltrate the union movement.”’ 
Sen. Goldwater (R-Ariz), joined 
with Sen. Dirksen (R-Ill) in cast- 
ing the negative votes, said it 
falls far short. 


Some of the 13 who voted for 
the measure reserved the right to 
offer amendments on the Senate 
floor. One of these, Sen. Winston 
Prouty (R-Vt), said he went 
along because it “is better than 
no bill.” 


Both Goldwater and Prouty 
agreed that ihe bill had been im- 


proved somewhat by the com-| 


mittee. 
DRAWS ANALOGY 


“I feel that the Kennedy labor 
bill has been strengthened in com- 
mittee by the insertion of teeth in 
a few of the gaping cavities. How- 
ever, when the public has an op- 
portunity to look into the mouth 
of this bill, it may demand some 
more dentures,”’ Prouty said. 


In 19 closed session since March 
2, the committee considered 154 
amendments, mostly offered by 
Republicans, and accepted 46. 


Kennedy’s measure took on a

LEAVES NOT ONLY ORNAMENTAL...THE

From the middle to the latter part of March 
each year, spring begins to strain at its seams. 
Already many of the trees, which have been 
dormant all winter long, are me gon 
showing signs of renewed en- 
ergy and new growth. From 
the awakening buds will come 
flowers and leaves to transform 
our barren deciduous citizens 
into well dressed individuals, 
proudly wearing their bright 
emerald coats. 


But the leaves are more im- 
portant than just for show. 
Their function is one of nature's 
miracles in a world where mir- 
acles are so bountiful that we 
look upon them as commonplace. Leaves not only 
dress the trees and other plants, they perform a

far more basic function of nourishing it with 
juices which ‘keep it healthy and add to its 
growth from season to season. 


Leaves are often known as the stomach of the 
tree. They act in very much the same capacity 
as our own stomachs. Water, gathered by the 
millions of tiny feeder roots out of the good earth, 
usually contains such raw food substances as 
nitrogen and mineral salis. By some unknown 
force not yet solved by the scientists—they call 
it osmosis for lack of a better explanation—this 
solution defies the law of gravity and flows up 
the soft inner bark to the leaves. 


There it is combined with the carbon dioxide 
taken in through the tiny openings in the surface 
of a leaf. Using the energy of the sunlight which 
has been absorbed by the chlorophyll (this is the 
stuff that gives a plant its emerald tint—and is 
exploited by the toothpaste makers) each one of 
the many thousands of tiny tree stomachs goes 
through the process of converting the carbon di- 


oxide, the water and minerals into food. The life- 
giving juices then flow the other way, back 
through the stem and branch to nourish the 
growing part of the plant. 


Two by-products of this process are important 
to human needs. One is water, which evaporates 
off the surface of the leaf and helps keep the 
air around us cool and livable. The other by- 
product is oxygen, which we breathe. A leaf 
takes the carbon dioxide, one of the poisonous 
wastes from our bodies and from the lungs of ail 
animals, and gives back to us pure, sweet air, 
full of oxygen, without which we could not long 
exist. 


Examine the arrangement of leaves on a large 
tree. They are patterned so perfectly that each 
one receives the maximum amount of light and 
energy as the sun passes on its daily trip from 
dawn to dusk. Nature does not allow them to 
overlap, for a leaf that lives in the shade is use-

less to the tree. And so the leaves are crowded 
into every space that will catch a part of the 
day’s sunshine. 


Often, when you are walking through the 
spring or summer woods, you discover a seedling 
which has started on the road to survival. The 
leaves on the older and larger trees above and 
around it intercept most of the sunlight and the 
seedling must gets its start in the shadows of its 
older brethren. To offset this small amount of 
sunshine, the young tree produces leaves which 
are sometimes four or five times as large as 
those of the same species growing above it. This 
longer, wider surface helps to catch as many as 
possible of the sun’s rays which get through to 
the forest floor, and without which the Kittle 
seedling would wither and die. 


When I look at a leaf, it helps me to realize 
that we live in a world of continuing miracles 
which few of us ever take the time to properly 
evaluate.

Day in Court Show 
Realistic, Not Real 


By PAUL JONES 
Before someone gets bumped off in an argument, 
let's get one thing straight—Day in Court does NOT 
feature actual court room trials. 


In the past few days I have had a number of calls 
from people who wanted me to referee disputes which 
arose over whether Day in Court, the daytime show 
‘on Channel 11, originates from an actual courtroom 
or whether the “trials” are re-enactments of actual 


cases. 


. Yesterday, in fact,.a druggist 
who was attempting to settle a 
dispute which was taking place 
in his drug 
store called 
me and asked 
if the trials 
are actual or 
dramatized. 


He said _ that 
one of the 
men engaged 


in the discus- 
sion had _in- 
sisted that he 
saw an actual 
shooting on 
one of “the Day in Court shows 
and that he insisted he saw 
real blood flow. 


The shooting was not actual. 
The blood was just plain old 
bottled tomato catsup. 


The show is a realistic one. 
The cases “tried” in the make- 
believe court room are based 
on case histories. The bailiffs, 
clerks and attorneys are actual- 
ly, real-life bailiffs, clerks and 
attorneys. The judges are men 
who know law. One, in fact, 
Edgar Allen, is assistant dean 
of the UCLA law school. 


But the trials are not actual. 


What gives the trials a feel- 
ing of realism, perhaps, is the 
technique which is employed. 

Instead of a script, the ac- 
tors are the actual courtroom 
people and some theatrical per- 
formers who portray the wit- 
hesses, courtroom audience, 
jurymen, etc. — are given a 
basic situation. 


They are given, for instance, 
a particular case such as the 
one scheduled today at 2 p.m. 
about a teen-age girl, impris- 
oned by her grandmother, who 
escapes to find her missing 
mother. This framework is 
about all they have to work 
with. The lines, for the most 
part, are ad libbed. The trial 
is conducted much in the man- 
ner that an actual case is tried 
in a real court.

You for Future Job 


NEW YORK (#—Applying for a job? 
may not be too far off when you may be asked to submit 
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The time 
ing hired. 


So says the current issue of 
Modern Office Procedures maga- 
zine in an article telling how the 
lie detector is used in business 
world. 


Among other things, lie detec- 
tors can be used to screen out 
job hoppers who actually want 
only temporary employment but 
will promise to stay permanently 
so they can land the job. 


The interviewer asks: “‘Do you 
plan to work for this company at 
least a year?’’ If the job hunter 
says ‘‘yes’’ when he really means 
‘“‘no,”” the lie detector will give 
a tell-tale jiggle. 


THIEVES SPOTTED 


Pre-employment lie detector 
tests can bring to light an appli- 
cant’s hidden yen for stealing, the 
magazine asserts. They are also 
extremely helpful in checking pet- 
ty pilfering by employes—a prac- 
tice that can cost a large company 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
a year. Knowing that they’re 
likely to be tested and found out, 
theft-prone employes find it easier 
to stay honest. 


Modern Office Procedures said 
a midwestern manufacturing com- 
pany eliminated an annual $240,- 
000 inventory loss by testing em- 
ployes periodically with a lie de- 
tector. Another company broke 
up a ring of five employes which 
had stolen over 100,000 parts. The 
thieves assembled the stolen parts 
in a basement workshop into tools 
which they sold at cut-rate prices. 


YES MEN PERILED 


One likely candidate for a lie 
detector test is the boss himself. 
The tests can measure the loyalty 
and honesty of company presi- 
dents. They can also weed out 
“yes men” in top management 
who agree to everything the boss 
says and act differently behind 
his back.

Sales Soar 
To New High 
At Lockheed 


Special to The Constitution 
BURBANK, Calif. — Lockheed 
Aircraft Corp., stressing steps to- 
ward further diversification, re- 
ported to stockholders Wednesday 
that its 1958 sales set a new peak 
and net earnings climbed 14 per 
cent. 


Sales of $962,679,000 showed an 
11 per cent rise over the previous 
high of $868,315,000 in 1957. 


Earnings of $18,557,000 — or 
$3.11 per share after a January 
stock split — were second high- 
est in the company’s history. Fig- 
ures compared with $16,309,000, 
or an adjusted $2.77 per share in 
1957. 


Backlog of orders at year-end 
1958 amounted to $1,156,268,000. 
Stockholders were told the back- 
log was down less than 10 per 
cent from $1,280,000,000 reported 
a year earlier “‘despite heavy 1958 
deliveries and the government’s 
short-term funding of missile de- 
velopment work.” 


Diversification progress showed 
in a breakdown of sales. The mis- 
sile and space vehicle portion in- 
creased from less than one-tenth 
to nearly one-third of total rev- 
enues.
